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Cancer  : 

Of  the  specified  cancer  deaths: — 

1 6 were  reported  as  caused  by  cancer  in  the  stomach. 

12  were  reported  as  caused  by  cancer  in  the  lung. 

6 were  reported  as  caused  by  cancer  of  the  breast. 

5 were  reported  as  caused  by  cancer  of  the  womb. 

The  attention  of  the  public  must  again  be  drawn  to  the 
increasing  number  of  lung  cancer  deaths  and  the  relationship  of 
this  disease  to  cigarette  smoking.  The  importance  of  early  diagnosis 
and  treatment  of  many  forms  of  cancer,  resulting  in  complete  cures 
was  clearly  demonstrated  by  films  relating  to  cancers  of  the  breast 
and  uterus  shown  at  the  Public  Hall,  Llanelli,  and  at  Cwmmawr 
school  during  the  year.  The  film  shows  were  organised  by  local 
committees  of  the  British  Empire  Cancer  Campaign  for  research 
and  were  attended  by  large  gatherings  of  representatives  of  ladies 
organisations  of  the  area. 

Immunisation  : 

There  was  a welcome  increase  in  the  number  of  children 
immunised  in  the  area  during  the  year. 

Continued  co-operation  by  parents  on  this  scale  can  not  only 
help  to  eradicate  these  diseases  from  the  area  but  also  ensure  that 
any  re-introduction  of  them  into  the  area  will  not  be  followed  by 
epidemic  outbreaks.

7 cases  were  reported  during  the  year,  as  compared  with  8 
reported  in  1965.  The  disease  continues  to  be  mild. 

(h)  Whooping  Cough  : 

5 cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 
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Measles  : 

There  were  400  cases  of  measles  reported  during  the  year  as 
compared  with  192  in  1965.  The  disease  was  mainly  mild  and  as 
far  as  can  be  ascertained  there  were  no  serious  complications. 

Dysentery  : 

All  notified  cases  of  Dysentery  were  investigated  and  faecal 
samples  taken  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory.

One  case  of  food  poisoning  was  reported  during  the  year.  The 
cause  and  source  of  the  infection  was  not  discovered. 

Of  the  “ Dysenteries  ” investigated  the  bulk  of  samples  taken  failed 
to  indicate  the  specific  causes.  The  3 Salmonella  Liverpool  samples 
were  from  cases  previously  reported  in  1965.  These  cases  only 
became  negative  after  a period  of  approximately  6 months. 

Follow-up  specimens  of  patient  and  contacts  in  this  sporadic 
case  showed  no  organisms  of  the  typhoid,  salmonella  or  dysentery 
groups  grown. 

The  cause  of  the  infection  was  not  known. 

Mortuaries 

There  are  no  public  mortuaries  in  our  area,  but  by  agreement 
with  Llanelli  Borough  Council  their  mortuary  is  available  when 
necessary.

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Enquiries  regarding  the  domiciliary  care  of  Tuberculous 
patients  should  be  addressed  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  at  Carmarthen. 

The  County  Council  will  assist  in  the  domiciliary  care  of 
Tuberculous  and  other  patients,  by  the  provision  on  loan  or 
otherwise  of  beds,  bedding,  sickroom  equipment  and  home  help 
assistance.  In  addition,  sleeping  out  shelters  are  available  for  certain 
tuberculous  patients. 

Assistance  is  granted  in  necessitous  cases  towards  the  cost  of 
the  travelling  expenses  of  relatives  visiting  long  stay  patients  in 
hospitals  and  sanatoria.  In  practice  it  has  been  found  that  the 
great  majority  of  applications  for  assistance  have  been  from  relatives 
of  tuberculous  patients. 

Assistance  is  granted  for  visits  to  hospitals  and  sanatoria, 
which  are  not  less  than  40  miles  from  the  residence  of  the 
applicant,  and  is  subject  to  the  following  conditions: — 

(a)  That  there  is  urgent  reason  for  the  visit  because  of  the 

patient’s  serious  condition,  or  that  the  visit  would  in 
medical  opinion  do  the  patient  good  and  aid  response  to 
treatment. 

(b)  That  because  of  the  length  of  the  journey,  the  relatives 
concerned  are  unable  to  afford  it  from  their  own  resources 
without  substantial  hardship. 

(c)  That  subject  to  (a)  above,  assistance  is  restricted  to  one 

relative  every  month  or  two  relatives  every  two  months, 
unless  a senior  member  of  the  Medical  Staff  of  the 
Hospital  certifies  that  more  frequent  visits  are  essential 
on  account  of  the  patient’s  serious  condition. 


Mass  Radiography  : 

Mass  Radiography  services  are  available  daily  at  the  New 
Hospital  in  Singleton  Park,  Swansea,  and  at  Llanelli  Odeon  Cinema 
ground  on  Mondays,  except  during  Bank  Holidays  and  the  holiday 
month  of  August. 

Arrangements  are  also  likely  to  be  made  for  periodic  visits  to 
works  and  other  sites  in  the  area  as  soon  as  the  facilities  available 
permits  this  to  be  done.

The  West  Wales  Isolation  Hospital  for  the  treatment  of 
Infectious  diseases  and  certain  number  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis  is 
situated  within  the  area  at  Tumble.

(2)  Bryntirion  Hospital  for  chronic  sick  and  aged  (156 
beds).

(4)  Cilymaenllwyd  Hospital  (43  beds). 

Cilymaenllwyd  has  been  used  as  a pre-convalescent  hospital. 

It  has  proved  of  immense  value  and  as  a result  the  surgical  waiting 
list  at  die  General  Hospital  has  been  very  considerably  reduced. 

Home  Help  Service  : 

The  Home  Help  Service  is  organised  by  the  Carmarthenshire 
County  Council. 

The  Home  Helps  are  provided  during  the  laying-in  period  of 
maternity  cases  where  the  patient  has  no  relative  available  to  under- 
take the  domestic  duties  of  the  home,  and  also  in  certain  cases  of 
sickness  and  need.  For  those  on  National  Assistance,  limited 
domestic  help  can  be  arranged,  when  needed,  through  the  Nauonal 
Assistance  Board.

Training  centres  are  operating  in  Llanelli — one  for  junior  and 
females,  the  other  for  older  boys  and  men.  The  new  Junior 
Training  Centre  and  a residential  hostel  under  construction 
will  facilitate  the  expansion  of  this  much  appreciated  and  worthy 
service.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

FOR  THE  AREA 

Laboratory  Facilities: 

(a)  An  arrangement  is  in  operation  for  the  bacteriological 
examination  of  pathological  specimens,  milk  samples  and  ice-cream 
samples  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratories  at  Carmarthen  and 
Swansea. 

(b)  Water  Analysis — This  work  is  carried  out  by  the  County 
Analyst’s  Laboratory,  Carmarthen,  and  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratories  at  Carmarthen  and  Swansea. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

WATER  SUPPLY 

In  1962  the  Llanelli  and  District  Water  Board  was  formed  and 
the  administration  of  the  Council’s  water  undertaking  was  trans- 
ferred to  this  Board. 

Water  Sources  of  the  Area: 

(1)  Llynyfan — The  source  is  a natural  reservoir  in  an  isolated 
mountainous  area.  The  water  is  subjected  to  a rapid  coarse 
sand  filtration  and  chlorination.  The  gathering  grounds  form 
part  of  the  National  Parks  and  are  accessible  to  the  general 
public.  The  storage  reservoir  at  Llannon  is  uncovered.  In  spi:e 
of  the  high  degree  of  purity  of  the  water  in  the  reservoirs,  I 
consider  that  the  risk  of  contaminated  water  being  passed  into 
the  distribution  system,  though  small,  is  real.  I am  informed 
that  the  Water  Board  is  now  considering  action  that  may  be 
take  to  eliminate  this  risk. 

(2)  Swiss  Valley  reservoirs — Satisfactory  filtration  and  chlorination 
is  carried  out  on  this  supply.  Storage  of  treated  water  is  in 
covered  reservoirs. 

Quantity: 

The  quantity  of  water  available  from  the  Swiss  Vaffey  reservoir 
sites  has  been  sufficient  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  areas  served  by 
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this  source  at  all  times.  In  Areas  served  from  the  Llannon  reservoir,, 
restrictions  on  the  use  of  water  for  gardens  and  car  washing  have 
to  be  imposed  during  periods  of  drought.  The  supply  available 
from  this  source  is  limited. 

The  number  of  houses  supplied  with  water  from  the  public  mains 
for  the  whole  of  the  Board’s  area  (Llanelli  Rural,  Llanelli  Borough, 
Burry  Port  Urban,  Kidwelly)  was  approximately  25,000.

An  order  prohibiting  the  sale  of  raw  milk  was  served  on  the 
occupier  of  this  farm  on  6/6/66,  following  a positive  guinea  pig 
test. 

This  producer’s  herd  was  an  innoculated  one,  the  calves  being 
innoculated  at  4 months.  No  animals  had  been  brought  in  during 

recent  months.  Blood  samples  were  taken  from  all  the  cows  in 
the  herd  for  Brucella  titre  examination,  and  individual  samples 
of  milk  from  the  milking  cows  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratories  for  testing.  These  tests  failed  to  show  any  further 
evidence  of  infection  and  the  Order  was  removed  on  20th  June, 
1966. 

Case  2. 

A small  producer,  retailing  only  a small  quantity  of  milk,  the 
bulk  of  the  milk  produced  being  sent  for  pasteurisation.  This  small 
herd  was  mainly  home  reared  and  innoculated  with  S.19.  A cow,  in 
milk,  had  been  recently  purchased  and  was  suspected  as  the  source  of 
infection,  tests  on  the  milk  previous  to  this  occurence  having  been 
negative.  The  sale  of  raw  milk  was  discontinued,  and  the  farmer 
quickly  sold  the  cow — allegedly  for  slaughtering.  All  subsequent 
ring  and  guinea  pig  innoculation  were  negative.  Systematic 
sampling  of  milk  from  all  herds  is  undertaken.

CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 
Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal  : 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  house  refuse  is  controlled  by 
the  Department  and  collection  of  industrial  and  canteen  wastes  is 
also  undertaken. 

House  refuse  is  collected  twice  weekly  in  most  areas  with  a 
weekly,  fortnightly  or  monthly  collection  in  the  more  remote  rural 
areas. 

The  number  of  factories  established  in  our  area  continues  to 
increase  which  makes  heavier  demands  on  the  service  which  has 
had  to  be  expanded. 

The  provision  of  suitable  tipping  space  within  reasonable 
distance  of  the  collection  areas  remains  a problem. 

A new  Excavator/ Loader  was  purchased  and  the  control  of  the 
tips  has  progressively  improved. 

Two  new  refuse  lorries  were  also  obtained  and  being  rear 
loaders  of  a larger  capacity  with  built  in  power  presses  the 
collection  service  has  been  improved. 

Proposals  to  improve  the  refuse  collection  service  by  the 
provision  of  bins  by  the  Council  and  re-organisation  of  the  areas 
were  considered  by  the  Council,  but  because  of  the  financial  res- 
trictions imposed  by  the  Government,  action  was  deferred.

Continued  efforts  are  being  made  to  improve  standards  at  the 
Caravan  Sites. 

It  is  regretted  that  the  provision  of  the  Caravan  Site  by  the 
Council  has  not  materialized  as  the  land  may  have  to  be  used  for 
other  purposes. 

The  construction  of  the  proposed  Holiday  Caravan  Site  in  the 
Pembrey  Area  has  also  not  progressed  as  anticipated. 

Some  of  the  sites  still  present  the  Department  with  rehousing 
problems.  F oho  wing  eviction  from  Council  or  other  dwellings 
some  of  the  problem  families  encamp  on  the  sites.  The  need  is 
for  concentrated  attention  by  the  Welfare  Authorities  to  minimize 
these  problems  and  to  assist  the  evicted  families  to  rehabilitate 
themselves  to  such  a degree  as  to  enable  them  to  be  given  another 
opportunity  to  live  in  a permanent  dwelling.
